Tue Santiaco Disaster.—Two thousand one hun- 
dred corpses, extracted from the ‘ Compania at San- 
tiago, Chili’ have been registered at the burial 
ground ; besides those a number of single limbs and 
pieces of bodies have been found, and nota few suffer- 
ers have died afterward from the effects of burns, and 
about two thousand five hundred altogether may be 
safely estimated to have perished. On the dist De- 
cember a similar calamity had nearly befallen the 
worshippers of San Isidro Church. One of the nu- 
merous candles on the altar came in contact with a 
pot of artificial flowers, and although the fire was im- 
mediately extinguished there was such a great confu- 
sion, rushing to the doors, falling and crying, that the 
service had to be closed for the night. 


New Zxaranp.—The leading men of New Zealand 
propose to put an end to wars with the natives, and 
to save the Maori race, by studding the North Island 
with vyilages of military settlers, so distributed upon 
great lines of communication that they will constitute 
a complete and well-knit system of defenco, segre- 
gate the natives, and cover the country with cultiva- 
tion. To accomplish this they will require 20,000 
men and a loan of two millions and a half. The 
figures are Jarge, but the project looks feasible; and 
if it be carried out, few greater works will have been 
done, with premeditation, this century. By some such 
process alone can the Maori race be saved from ex- 
tinction. To carry out this great scheme the colony 
asks for 18,000 men from England—labourers and 
“navvies” capable of working and fighting—four- 


fifths of whom should be married. They should re- 


ceive, cach man, forty acres of Jand, and_rations for 
one year. Their duty would be to eomplete, every 
twenty of them, one mile of road in nine montlis, cul- 
tivate their ground, and fight if need be. The num- 
ber of inhabitants in each settlement would vary with 
the requirement of the country, but the average would 
be 100 in each settlement, and the averago distance 
betiveen the settlements would be about a mile.
